Is it any part of our business or our ob- 
ject, in the war with Mexico, to convince 
the Mexicans, by the practical experi- 
ment, of "the superiority of our institu- 
lions ?"

and usurpations of Bonapaite by the in- 
cidental good which, hero and there, 
grew out of them.—the conquest of Mex- 
ico by the U. States, and the compulsory 
introduction of our institutions and our 
civilization, would be an act of philan- 
thropy.
